Scenes About the Streets—Vice President 
Crovatt Talks About the Institution 
and Its Standing. 


Brunswiek, Ga.; May 26.—(Special.)— 
The Brunswick State bank did ont open 
for business this morning and has remain- 
ed closed all day. The situation at one 
time Was alarming, but the affairs are now 
undergoing investigation and nothing wil. 
be done until the condition is known. 

C. K. Lloyd, of the wholesale and retail 
drug house in, Brunswick and Savannah, 
is president and Frank KE. Cunningham, 
cashier. Lloyd is now in New York. 

The Merchants’ and ‘Traders’ bank js 
all right and has met every demand on 
them for money and closed with $46,000 
lying on the counter. 

The Brunswick State bank was a state 
depository. The State has in it now $oU,- 
000, ; 
Rumors affecting this bank began to cir- 
culate . yesterday. G. Lowenstein had 
placed a draft on New Orleans for col- 
lection; $1.S800 was eredited to him and 
he drew several hundred. He called for 
the balance, about $1,100, yesterday, and 
Cashier Curningham turned the check 
down, not knowing whether the draft would 
be paid and not caring to take any risks. 
Lowenstein went out threatening to place 
Vice 
President Alfred J. Crovat heard the ru- 
mors and called a meeting of the board of 
directors, and all night they discussed the 
situation and telegraphed their friends an- 
ticipating a run on the bank this morning. 
It was finally concluded by the directors 
to temporarily close the bank. 

At the opening hour this morning large 
throngs of people oecupied the street corn- 
ers and the street in front of The bank so 
thickly that the officers of the bank could 
not get in the building. Judge Crovatt 
came out of his office and told the de- 
positors that he would assure them no 
preference would be made in paying them 
their money; that the bank was closed and 
would remain so until their exact condition 
was known. He stated he would not give 
any information or make any promises, 
and could not say then what would be 
done, but he would assure all fair treat- 
ment and the bank would not open until 
sure that it could pay all depositors. He 
asked to be allowed to enter the bank and 
investigate the books, offering to leave the 
key to the door on the outside so that if 
they were determined to crowd in and 
wreck things they could do so. 

Confidence in Crovatt. 

runswickans, knowing Crovatt as a 
man of his word and thoroughly reliable, 
fell back, and Messrs. Crovatt and Cunning- 
ham entered, no one trying to follow; all 
remaining peaceful outside except for mur- 
murs from some. 

It is impossible to say now whether the 
bank will resume business. The Sprague 
National bank, of Brooklyn, N. Y., -nas 
wired them the privilege to draw for $25,- 
000 and later E. S. Marsh, of Brandon,Vt., 
wired Crovatt that he woyld send him 
$10,000 provided Crovatt wobhld be per- 
sonally responsible. Other offers of aid 
were received, but Judge Crovatt states 
positively that he will not draw on friends 
until he has fully investigated and is sure 
he can protect them. The depositors in 
both the savings and cther departments in- 
clude many people of limited means and 
the blow is a hard one to the people, affect- 
ing them more than the other tWo bank 
failures last week. 

Organization of the Bank. 

Judge Crovatt said today that he is only 
nominally vice president. He has devoted 
all of his time to an immense law practice 
and had no.time heretofore to attend to 
the bank. Crovatt & Whitfield are attor- 
neys for the bank, but Judge Crovatt being 
only: a small stockholder, and VDvresident 
Lloyd owning about four-fifths of the bank 
stock and Crovatt being assured from 
time to time that the condition of the bank 
was excellent, paid no attention to it. He 
was not advised of the situation until yes- 
terday while on the street. 

The bank was organized four years ago 
by Crovatt & Whitfield as attorneys for 
eastern capitalists, FE. S. Marsh and Kk. D. 
Thayer, of Brandon, Vt., among them. ff 
prospered, so present President Lloyd 
bought them out and operated it with Cash- 
ier Cunningham as a stockholder. It was 
thought -by every one the bank was _ per- 
fectly solvent, and today’s trouble fell like 
a thunderbolt. 

The Merchants and Traders All Right. 

Early this morning Cashier Lane, of the 
Merchants and Traders’ bank, drove down 
New Castle street on a large two-horse ex- 
press wagon seated on an immense pile of 
money in sacks. This renewed the great 
confidence the people have in the Mercb- 
ants and Traders’, and later, when all the 
screens around the teller’s desk were re- 
moved and over $50,000 in bills, gold and 
silver were displayed, but few had nerve to 
withdraw.

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Fever Scare Will Bo In- 
vestigated

BY THE CITY'S BOARD OF HEALTH

This Morning—The President and Secre- 


‘tary Are Not Alarmed-Dr. Cal- 
houn and Others Quoted. 


That Scarlet 


There is no epidemic of scarlet fever in 
Atlanta, if the menibers of the board of 
health know anything of the situation. 

And nearly all of the leading physicians 
of the city concur with the members of 
the board of health. 

So do some of the members of the board 
of education, some of whom are not at all 
pleased with a sensational story printed in 
The Atlanta Journal yesterday afternoon, 
descriptive of a meeting of that beard in 
which the situation produced by the closing 
of the Crew street school was discussed. 

“T don’t know,” said Captain J. C. Hen- 
drix, 2 member of the school board, yester- 
day, “where that paper got its information 
from. I was at the board, and I remem- 
ber distinctly that’ Dr. A. W. Calhoun, 
who is chairman of the sanitary commit- 
tee of the board of educa tion—and that is 
the committee before which all illnegy re- 
ported to the board goes, as well as every- 
thing else relative to the health of the 
school children—said that, after looking 
into the matter, he ‘did not think there 
were more than half a dozen cases of the 
fever in the city. He stated, too, that not 
ene of these up to that time had been 
fatal, and none had. Dr. Calhoun evidently 
knew what he wns talking about, and the 
facts brought out before the board of edu- 
cation did not warrant the publication of 
an article calculated to create the im- 
pression that there was an epidemic in the 
city.” 

Dr. Alexander, president. of the board 
of health, and Dr. Avery, secretary of the 
same board, admit, as all Atlanta physi- 
cians do, that there are some few cases of 
the fever in the city, but both of them as- 
sert that it ig not much greater now, if 
any, than is usual in the spring. In this 
déclaration, the two members of the board 
are joined by the other members of that 
body. And both give free and full ex- 
pression to their views in The Constitution 
this morning. 

By some strange freak of legislation, no 
one now can recall how it came about, the 
care of scarlet fever was taken out of the 
hands of the board of health, where it 
seems it should rest, and placed in the 
hands of the board of education. It was in 
that way that the matter now happens to 
fall under the control of Dr. Calhoun, of 
the board of education. This morning, how- 
ever, the board of health will have a meet- 
ing, and will look into the matter care- 
fully and see that such legislation, if any 
is needed, ig had at once. Dr. Alexander, 
chairman of the board, and Judge Dorsey, 
who is a member of the board, were to- 
gether for quite a while yesterday, looking 
into the steps necessary, if any should 
be needed. 

The President of the Board of Health Talks. 

A Constitution reporter asked Dr. Alex- 
ander, president of the board of health, 
yesterday concerning the situation and 
whether he considered the disease epidemic. 
He replied that it is not. The total number 
of cases during the past four months ha® 
been, he says, ten. Every spring there are 
more or less a few cases. 

The doctor stated that many persons had 
been to him for advice. Many mothers had 
sought his opinion on taking their children 
away from the city. His advice was to 
keep the children at home. They are just 
as safe if not allowed to get off in some in- 
fected district. 

Doctors are required by an old ordinance 
to report every case of scarlet fever to the 
board of education as soon as the char- 
acter of the disease is plain. A heavy 
penalty is provided in case physicians 
neglect to obey this ordinance. So the board 
of health really has nothing to do with 
scarlet fever. This point he desired to em- 
phasize particularly. 

Dr. Alexander was asked what he thought 
of Crew street school being reopened. He 
answered that it was not in his department, 
and he didn’t want to seem to be interfer- 
ing; but some of his friends bad asked him 
Whether they should send their children 
back to the school if it is reopened. He ad- 
vised them not to do so. “Ll do not think 
there is any danger much, but as the dis- 
ease -first appeared there, 1 think that it 
would be better not to open the school just 
now. The examinations are over and I 
would advise my patients not to take the 
risk, small though it may be.” 

“The whole thing in scarlet fever,” added 
Dr. Alexander, “is isolation and disinfec- 
tion. 1 wouldn't be afraid to have children 
in the next room to a scarlet fever patient 
if the door is closed, but to prevent the 
disease spreading the patient must be kept 
isolated and everything that comes in con- 
tact with the sick room ought to be thor- 
oughly disinfected.”

In a large city a few cases of scarlet fever, 
occurring simultaneously in the practice of 
several busy doctors, does not mean an epi- 
demic, especially when a very large majority 
of that city’s busy doctors do not report a 
single case. : 

It gives me pleasure as investigation and 
time goes on to be still further assured that 
we do not have to deal with an epidemic of 
scarlet fever in Atlanta.

HANGED IN. RIGHMOND COUNTY JAIL. 


Another Hanging in Georgia—Both Vic- 
tims Make Speeches—Details of 
Their Crimes, 


Augusta, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—Henry 
Ramsay, the negro who, on Sunday, te 
2d day of last October, shot and killed 


Marshal Robert Y. Harris, of the villase of 


Summerville, was hanged in the county jail 
yard at 11:09 o'clock this morning. 

Officer Harris went to Ramsay’s bouse 
and attempted to arrest him for wife beat 
ing, when the negro blew the policemen s 
face off with a shotgun. The community 
was indignant over the homicide and 
Was with great difficulty a lynching was 
averted. ; 

The execution was witnessed by about 
500 people who had their morbid curivsity 
to see the negro plunged into eternity 5at- 
isfied. 

The hanging was quietly conducted. A 
large concourse of men, women and chil- 
dren were about the jail in the streets. 
‘There was no military guard and order Was 
preserved by a strong force of well armed 
policemen and a number of deputy sheriits. 

Last night religious services were con- 
ducted in Ramsay’s. celi unul miunignt. 
the murderer went to sleep at 1 o'ciock 
und slept soundly untit 4 o'clock this mvorn- 
ing, When he awoke, indulged in prayer tor 
Htieven minutes and then went back lo 
sieep. bie did not stir again until 6 o ciock 
When he got up and dressed preparatory for 
the execution, Abuut 8 ociock he ale a 
hearty breaktast. At 9 o'clock colored min- 
isters commenced gathermg and = nearly 
every preacher in the city was there and 
joined in tue service Conducted in the cell. 
Ramsay was cool and dispassionate and 
never weakened once, 

At sixteen minutes to 11 o'clock Shoriff 
O'Connor read the death warrant to Kam- 
say, Who snulingly listened to the solemn 
words pyoQounce} ‘he straight jacket 
was then put on Ramsay, which bound his 
hands down to his legs. The procession to 
the scaffold "ms then formed. The con- 
demned negro walked in front between 
Sheriff O'Connor and Deputy Campbell. 

Before his legs were pimoned lhe ad- 
vanced to the front of the scaffold and in a 
clear tone of vuice, calm and collected, le 
addressed the audience for ten minutes, 
and displayed considerable nerve. He told 
his listeners to look at what a fix he was 
in and to notice how bold he was. He said 
the grace of God gave him the courage to 
meet death untlineningly. Ramsay said he 
killed the officer because he was scared the 
officer would have killed him, and he ex- 


pressed regret at having committed tlie 
deed. He said he felt like he was going 


home to heaven, and that he had no ill fecl- 
ing towards any one. and asked forgive- 
ness. He returned his humblest thanks to 
Jailor Collins for the kind treatmeut ho 
received. He told the negro men to be good 


to their wives and the wives to be good to | 


their husbands, for many times men got in 
trouble for not treating their wives right. 
If he had been as kind to his wife as he 
should have been he would have been free 
today. He said he didn’t feel a bit sorry 
he had to leave this world, as God would 
save him. He told the crowd to not grieve 
after him, and to tell his wife to not grieve 
for him for he was studying about her. 

Rev. C. T. Walker offered prayer, invok- 
ing the mercy of the Almighty Father upon 
the doomed man. Sheriff O'Connor placed 
the rope about Ramsay’s neck, the knot 
resting on the left side. 
then adjusted, and after it covered the face 
of the murderer he cried out, ‘‘Goodby.” 
The ministers and officers then bade Ram- 
say goodby and came down. Sheriff O'Con- 
nor and his deputies walked behind the 
scaffold, and at 11:09 o’clock the trigger 
was pulled and Ramsay fell through the 
trap door and was given a drop of four and 
an half feet, which broke his neck. The 
body could not be seen after it fell through 
the trap, as the bottom of the scaffold was 
hid from view by a eceloth covering. At 
11:22 o'clock his pulse ceased beating, but 
it was 11:31 o'clock before the doctors de- 
clared there was no palpitation of the heart 
and pronounced Ramsay dead. After 
swinging twenty-two minutes the body was 
eut down. It was turned over to a social 
benevolent society, of which he was a mem- 
on and which order he requested to bury 
nim. 

Ramsay parted with his wife yesterday 
afternoon and no member of his family wit- 
nessed the execution. The body was car- 
ried up on the Aucusta and IXnoxville train 
this afternoon at 1 o'clock and will Ae bur- 
ied at Sandtown, in Columbia county, eight 
miles from Augusta. msay was twenty- 
nine years old and was born in Montgomery, 
Ala., and moved to Augusta when he was 
fen years old. His mother was drowned 
in a river twenty years ago. He leaves no 
children. There was a_ lively squabble 
after the body was cut down for the rone, 
and it was cut up {fn many pieces and dis- 
tributed among the collectors of curios.

Pwhat has been proposed by your honor.” 


Justice Jacksen—-That is what we pro- 
pose. We will not pass any decree that 
will give anybody an advantage; but we do 
propose to wind up this property in the 
interest of the parties and the public who 
are concerned in its future. I see nothing 
but legal questions in these issues that have 
been presented to the court thus far and 
they ought to be passed upon and gotten 
out of the way. 

Senaior Butler’s Bomb. 


United States Senator Butler came to the 
front at this point and said that he thought, 
also, that the legal questions might be de- 
termined now; “but,” and the Carolina 
warrior looked around significantly, “‘it 
seems to me there are a great many ques- 
tions of fact that ought to be settled be- 
fore the final decree is made in this case. 
Tor instance, it was admitted by counsel 
in argument yesterday that the Central 
railroad is running behind in its expenses 
now ubout $100,000 per month. It was also 
admitted that up to two years ago that 
company was paying 8 per cent dividends 
on its stock, It seems to me that it will 
be important for the court, whether by 
testimony before a special master or by the 
appointment of a special referee, to learn 
how it is with the present management of 
the road, with fhe same territory as before, 
with the same business and with the same 
connections, there should have been that 
condition of things that is presented be- 
fore this court today! Who is responsible 
for it? Is the receiver responsible? If so, 
that responsibility ought to be fixed, wher- 
ever it may be, before there is a final de 
cree in this case. We are anxious as any- 
body to have this matter finally settled, but 
only after a thorough investigation of these 
issues.” 

Justice Jackson said that if any one de- 
sired to search the actions of the receiver 
ample opportunity would be given them 
and the court would hold him responsible 
for anything wrong that may be shown and 
for which he is responsible. 


Colonel Hammond Hits Back. 


Colonel N. J. Hammond, who is spec 
ially engaged by Mr. Comer for his de- 
fense in this litigation, here arose and in 
those clear, incisive tones that go to the 
marrow, said that Mr. Comer was not only 
ready to undergo an investigation of the 
sort suggested, but that he invited the 
completest scrutiny of his acts. He further 
contended that the court having in its 
hands a bankrupt company’s assets and a 
condition of its affairs that in- 
volved a loss of $1,200,000 al 
year in operating its lines. the right 
thing to do was for the court to determine 
all these issues of ultra vires contracts, 
etc. And Colonel Hammond was of the 
opinion that when those questions should 
have been settled some of these parties 
who seem so anxious to bid for the road 
now would be missing from the actual sale. 

The Southwestern’s Liabilities. 


Justice Jackson said that would be the 
course that the court would follow, and, 
turning to Colonel Bacon, counsel for the 
Svuthwestern Railroad Company, said: 

“We will hear from you first on the 
question as to whether your company is 
hable on these tripartite bonds.” 

Colonel Bacon called the attention of 

the court to the fact, that two bills had 
been brought against the WSovtithwesterg, 
oOhe in Savannah and one in Macon, on 
the same matter, and he desired the com- 
plainants to elect between them. 
_ Jn the reference of the election to Mr. 
Turner, representing the plaintiffs in fore- 
closure proceedings, he elected to proceed 
on the Macon bill. ; 

It then devel6ped that the pleadings 
were not in shape for an immediate hear- 
ing, and Justice Jackson, after agredng 
to appomt a master and examiner to take 
testimony, said the court -would pass an 
order consolidating the Macon and Savan- 
nah bills, and would also -consolidate ali 
the cases at the bar and hear them to- 
gether at Macon on the 26th of June. 

Mr. Weed still insisted that there ought 
to be an investigation of the manugement 
of the road, as his clients claimed that the 
road Was not actually insolvent, but 
simply mismanaged with design to force 
a reorganization that would injure their 
interests, and they would like to make 
proof of those facts. 

Justice Jackson said the court had before 
it claimants with liens demanding their 
rights and a bill by the Central company 
confessing its Inability to provide for these 
demands and pay its debts. 

Senator Butler wanted to know if the 
investigation of the receiver's conduct 
could be made after these other issues 
meutiond as paramount by the court had 
been settled? % 

Justice Jackgon said ‘“‘yes;™ that there 
eould be no sale until these matters of 
legal dispute, liability and preference were 
first dtermined. 

Mr. Crawford Heard From. 


At this juneture, and rather abruptly, 
Justice Jackson turned to a smallish gen- 
tleman with an iron-safe looking head and 
gray beard, who sat rather negligently in 
a chair at the Terminal company’s table, 
and said: ° 

“Mr. Crawford, have you any motions 
to present?” 

At the mention of the name “Crawford,” 
the necks of nearly everybody in court 
elongated slightly, and all eyes turned to 
the gentleman as he arose and deferentially 
siniled at the court. 

This gentleman is the now noted counsel 
of the Terminal folks in this celebrated 
litigation, and from whom the public had 
been coached to expect a fiery and furious 
attack upon the rulings of Judge Speer and 
the acts of Receiver Comer. This expecta- 
tion had been gendered by the caustic and 
brilliant phillipic attributed.to Mr. Craw- 
ford durifig the hearing in Savannah some 
weeks ago. By that deliverance, the 
Terminal orator became invested in the 
popular regard as a sort of “Jack the 
Ripper” in railway legal controversy, and 
since this case was set for hearing here 
in Atlanta there has gone about a vague 
understanding that, upon the first avail- 
able opportunity, Mr. Crawford would up- 
mask a whole battery of Gatling guns, 
and blow all sorts and sizes of holes through 
the actions and doings of the court and 
the receiver. 

The expectation was sadly disappointed— 
at least, for the time being, yesterday—for 
Mr. Crawford’s address to the court was 
very legal, logieal and lequacious in parts, 
and by no means sensational. The attack 
upon the record of the receiver had been 
committed, as will appear later on, to tho 
cool, dispassionate treatment that it re- 
ceived from Mr. Alex King. 

What Mr. Crawforéd Said. 


Mr. Crawford spoke with rapid readiness 
of the several motions which he had in 
view to make, among them being one in 
the case of Rowena Clarke that the receiver 
should be required to state his tinal account 
and ext that the contract made by the 
receiver, on the 19th of January, 1893, for 
the repayment of the Speyer & Co. loan 
be vacated by order of the court and all 
procecdiugs under ite terms suspended. 

Justice Jackson wished to know if Mr. 
Crawford desired to press the matter of 
the Rowena Clarke receivership, in view 
of the early disposition of this whole 
matter? 


Mr.. Crawford thought the Rowena 


Clarke case wns sui qeneris, and 
ought not to be econsolidated . with 
the ether cases, but be 
passed upon independently. Being the first 
‘ase at bar it should be passed upon on its 
own. merits. He thought that since. the 
case had been made the supreme court of 
the United States had announced an opin- 
ion that would easily dispose of it. He re- 
ferred to the opinion in the ease of the 
Vandalia Railroad Company vs. the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad Company, 
which went up from Judge Gresham's fed- 
eral court in Illinois. In that case the high 
tribunal has decided, as a matter of fed- 
eral equity, the courts will not entertain 
a bill in equity to set aside a contract as

3 About That Fameus Lease, 

As to the lease of the Central road to 
the Georgia Pacific he did not agree wit! 
the court as to its ultra vires character. 
nor to the ultra vires character of the 
holding and voting by the Terminal com- 
pany of 42,000 shares of Central railroad 
stock. That. question, under the laws of 
Georgia, is made to depend upon whether 
the transaction was intended to or does 
have the effect to suppress competition in 
the businesses of the contracting corpora- 
‘tions. Those are matters of fact tnd effect 
that must be settled by the weight of evi 
dence and a great deal of testimony may 
be taken upon those issues. 

Mr. Crawford then = attacked the 
contract of the 19th of January, 
1803, ~ under which the receiver 
wovided for the repayment of the Speyer 
re and declared that by th® contract 
every interest of the junior creditors had 
been subordinated with the consent of the 
court to a lien that gave the holders of the 
contract absolute authority to enforce their 
claim at public or private sale, and them- 
selves become the purchasers of the pledged 
securities. If fhis contract is not cancelled, 
or suspended, the 1st day of July will be a 
day of fate to all of these subordinated in- 
terests and the road will be sacrificed with- 
out the further proceedings of this court. 

Judge Speer here interrupted Mr. Craw- 
ford with the suggestion that the contract 
anent the $600,000 loan was not of the 
sweeping and absolute character that Mr. 
Crawford had claimed for it. 

Mr. Crawford insisted that the contract 
provided for a private sale of the pledged 
first mortgage bonds. 

Judge Speer said the contract provided 
for a sale, but he did not recollect that it 
provided for a private sale. 

Mr. Crawford read from the contract as 
follows: 

“With full power and authority * * in 
case of the non-payment of this obligation at 
maturity to sell, assign and deliver the 
whole or any part of such securities, oF 
any substitutes thereof or additions thereto. 
at any broker’s board, or at public or pri- 
vate sale, at their option, at any time or 
times thereafter, without advertisement or 
notice to the said company or receiver, and 
with the right on their part to become pur- 
chasers thereof at such sale or ‘sales, 
freed and discharged of any equity of re- 
demption,” ete. 

“There is nothing,” said Mr. Crawford, 
“in this eontract that compels cr requires 
these creditors of the court’s receiver to 
come back to the court and ask permission 
to sell these securities and obtain in their 
own right these paramount liens upon the 
property in issue.” 

Jndce Speer’s Position. 

In the subsequent colloquy over this 
Variance it came out that Judge NSpeer’s 
position was that the contract allowing 
the pledge of these securities to take up 
the Speyer loan, in legal effect provided for 
a public sale at which any and all parties 
at interest who might desire to purchase 
the bonds might bid on them. It resulted, 
however, from the fact that the plan of 
reorganization Was enjoined; that a clause 
Which existed in the original Speyer con- 
tract that this last contract was made to 
take up, providing for a private sale, be- 
came operative. Judge Syeer’s contention 
wus that a private sale is only possible in 
the event that the scheme of reorganiza- 
tion of the properties should be wholly de- 
feated, and even then the receiver has 
six months in which to redeem the securi- 
ties pledged. 

“A Change of Stewards.”’ 

When Mr. Crawford declared that Mr. 
Comer had had no expectation, desire or 
purpose to pay these loans, when he made 
the contract, and that he had shown him- 
self the friend of the parties seeking to 
subject the road .to foreclosure, sale and 
reorganization under the Hollins scheme, 
Judge Jackson asked: 

“What do you suggest?” 

“I think we ought to have a change of 
stewards,” promptly replied Mr. Crawford. 
“We think, also, that the court can lay its 
hands upon these contracts and postpone 
them, so that this disaster that is threat 
ened on the Ist of July may not occur. But 
if that cannot be done we propose to ask 
your honor to let other parties at interest 
do what is asked in the Brown bill as to 
the tripartite bonds: that is, furnish the 
inoney to a new receiver to pay these loans 
und save these securities and their own 
interests.” 


Come to the Scratch! 

Justice Jackson—“Furnish your proposi- 
tion by responsible parties and we will con- 
sider it. We want no reflection upon the 
present receiver, but if the present receiver 
refuses, or is unable, to protect these se- 
curities under your proposition we will find 
another who ean do it.” 

Justice Jackson also stated that the Row- 
ena Clarke bill is the real foundation for 
all these proceedings. Under it the court 


The Central Ratlroad Company's bill, nor 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
bill, could stand but for that proceeding. 
Now, the court baving jurisdiction and 
being in possession, all parties could come 
in and have a bearing. 

The decision from the bench was renf- 
finned, consolidating the cases and fixing 
June 26th, at Macon, for the final hearings. 

The New Receiver Question. 


At this juncture Mr. Cunningham wanted 
to know if the injunction against the Cen- 
tral officers would be continued. 

Justice Jackson—**‘Do you propose to pro- 
vide for the taking up of those loans that 
fall due July the 1st?’ 

Mr. Cunningham—"'I think so.” 

Justice Jackson, replying then to Mr. 
Crawford as to the effect of the injunction 
upon the receiver, said: 

“If you, Mr. Crawford, will offer a re- 
ceiver who can protect these matters yw 
will entertain your motion.” 

Mr. Crawford—‘T think TI will aceept your 
honor’s proposition and offer a receiver who 
will endeavor to protect these securities 
and properly manage the property.” 

Mr. Cunnirgcham now ealled the attentien 
of the court to the faet that that the re- 
ceivers of the Richmond and Danville, on 
a claim against the Central for an aecount- 
ing. bad gone ‘nto the courts of New York 
and attached a lot of the assets in the con- 
trol of the receiver of this court and that 
had been pledged under its order in New 
York to the Hanover bank for a temporary 
loan. By this action he was so hampered in 
his ability to manage these loans that were 
falling due as he might. He asked for a 
rule against the Richmond and Danville 
receivers requiring them to show cause 
instanter why they should not be dealt 
with for this contempt. 

The court ordered the rule to issue and 
service perfected as soon as possible on the 
offending receivers. 

King Goes for Comer, 


The cases having been ordered  econsoli- 
dated, and this including the bill of Alex- 
ander Brown & Sons et al. vs. the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company, in which 
case a motion for the appointment of a new 
receiver is pending, Mr. Alex King arose 
and addressed the court upon that question. 

Mr. King spoke with calm and clear di- 
rectness and arraigned the receiver upon a 
circumstantial indictment of his manage- 
ment of the affairs of the company, claim- 
ing that it was wasteful, reckless, partisan 
in favor of adversary interests to the gen- 
eral good of the parties concerned in the 
company’s affairs, and that the resultant 
conglition of alleged insolvency demanded 
the receiver's prompt removal. 

Mr. King claimed that Mr. Comer was 
put in charge of the property when the 
company was perfectly solvent und had 
never defaulted upon any of its obligations. 

Judge Speer called Mr. King's attention 
to the fact that after Mr. Comer’s appoint- 
ment the court had ordered the payment 
of two months’ wages to the employes, 
which was a default to’ that extent, 

Mr. King replied that the wages were 
due under the domination of the Richmond 
and Danville management, because the 
latter had absorbed the revenues and re- 
fused to pay the employes. Had the Central 
received its own revenues there would have 
been uo failure to pay the wages, This was 
not a default by the company, but a diver- 
sion of revenues ,by the Richmond and 


Danville authorities while in charge of the |

Judge ald called out the facts about

Mr. King admitted that there was no ap- 
parent impropriety then becauge there were 
then no adversary iuterests. Since then 
these. various antagonistic interests had 
come inte the case and Mr. Comer was a 
party at interest to such an extent as to 
mike it manifestly improper, under rulings 
made by Justice Miller and others, that he 
should be the custodian of the properties, 
since he could not be impartial and a just 
daysman between the interests whose rights’ 
are involved in the condition of the road. 

Mr. King claimed that Mr. Comer had 
brought the road from solvency to insol- 
vency, if it is insolvent, by reason of his 
mismanagement and partisanship for a spe- 
tial faction with designs upon the road for 
a reorganization in their own behalf. 

While the revenues of the road had been 
but slightly diminished by the stringency 
of the times, and Mr. Comer had made but 
inconsiderable outlays for betterments, he 
had been extravagant in purchases of cars, 
in special favor granted to a draw-bar at- 
tachment patented by his superintendent, 
George Dole Wadley, and used on no other 
road in America, and that he had increased 
the number of employes from about 4,000 
to nearly 5,000 men. 

He also charged that on the subject of 
rehabilitating the road Mr. Comer deceived 
the board of directors and finally forced 
them to agree to the Hollins reorganization 
scheme of which, he is an active partisan. 
_As proof of the last named charge Mr. 
King read letters and telegrams between 
Hollins and Comer showing their mutual 
efforts to further the reorganization scheme. 

Mr. King said a receiver in such a ca@e 
as this should be purely, solely and entirely 
a disinterested party before the court. He 
should represent no clique, faction or 
of men, but the interests of al] parties, 

He also claimed that Mr. Comer was an 
adverse party in being one of the officers 
and owners of a competitive road, called 
the Southbound, and in a controversy be- 
tween the Central and Southbound had, as 
receiver, decided against the Central and 
for yp large pecuniary benefit of his own 
road, 

He further declared that Mr. Comer had 

permitted a defauit upon its interest by 
the Ocean Steamship Company, although 
It 18 a perfectly solvent corpcration, and 
this was done to further the reorganization 
scheme. 
, Finally, as to these tripartite bonds and 
lortgage, now the basis of the foreclosure 
Auit and the keystone proceeding in the 
organization schem»s, Mr. Comer had 
bean offered the money to extend the 
mortgage at 5 per cent for ten years, 
saving thereby 2 per cent on $5,000,000, 
or $100,000 a year, to the company, and 
had refused it without so much as reporting 
the offer to the court and asking its direc- 
tion in the matter. 

Mr. King therefore, urged that these 
niatters constituted ample reasons why 
the court should supercede Mr. Comer as 
recelver, 

Mr. Lawton, Jr., Defenns. 

Mr. A. R. Lawton, Jr., arose to enter 
the defense of Mr. Comer, and proceeded 
to read the answers filed by Receiver 
Comer and the Central Railroad Company 
to the allegations made in the bill. These 
were complete and specific denials. As to 
new matters contained in the drgument of 
Mr. King, they would be answergd here- 
after, since his speech gave the first inti- 
mation of them. Mr. Comer would pre 
sent afhddavits and testimony to refute the 
charges of extravagance and mismanage- 
mént. As for the plan of reorganization, 
he had takem full counsel upon it, and was 
satisfied it was the best and only thing 
possible for the interests of the company, 
and he had so aided itkas he felt in duty 
bound to do. A 

Today's Proceedings 


At the conclusion of the reading by Mr. 
Lawton and just on the eve of adjourn- 
ment, Mr. Marion Erwin, of the Rowena 
(Clarke branch of the case, cited their de- 
wmurrers to the bills of Alexander Brown 
& Sons et al. and of the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company, and Justice Jackson 
said he would hear them argued today. 

If the demurrers are sustained, those 
bills will lose their standing, and fall flat 
into the general ruck of the procession. 

Today Colonel N. J. Hammond is ex- 
pected to speak at length in vindication of 
Mr. Comer’s atétions and doings as re- 
ceiver. and the speech will be one of the 
most notable in the whole eourse of the 
ease. 

Court adjourned to meet again at 11 
o’clock thie morning.

THE NEW MARSHAL.

Here in 
Atlanta, he is well known and universally 
esteemed. He has a comfortable fortune, 
something which is very necessary to the 
marshal’s office, for the marshal has to 
advance large sums and lie out of his 
money for months. Mr. Dunlap’s father, 
Mr. James Dunlap, and _a brother and 
meee sister reside in Atlanta on Dunlap 
street. !

He has been in Washington 
for several days, but is expected home 
today.

NEW YORK, May 26-—Liverpoo! showed an improve- 
ment of 2@3-64d for futures. Cables say that this is 
due toa feeling of greater confidence regarding the 
financial situation consequent upon the early repeal of 
the silver bill in this country.

The weather bureau comes to the front 
with a consolidated average of all the differ- 
ent kinds of weather that have taken place 
in the Junes for the past fourteen years. 

To merely glance at this caréfullly pre- 
pared report it would be hard to tell whether 
a gentle spring rain or a western cyclone 
is to be expected next month at the wrong 
time, but a special student would go deeper 
und probably announce that the June weather 
this year will bg beyond the anticipation of 
eVen the vefiest weather optimist. 

In regard to warm weather, and as @ con- 
solation to those who prefer the cooler status 
of affairs, it might be well to mention that 
the warmest weather in’ any June for the 
past fourteen years did not go over 98 de- 
grees above; on the other hand, to those who 
prefer to bask in old Sol’s rays, it will be 
welcome information when they are informed 
of the fact that the coldest day lacked 7 
degrees of going down to freezing. 

The greatest rainfall for any 
was nearly 11 inches, while the least rain- 
fall was 1.12 inches. The greatest amount 
of precipitation for any twenty-four consecu- 
tive house was over 21-2 inches. Over two- 
thirds of the month was fair or only partly 
cloudy.

SANITARY GOMMITTEE MEETS TODAY 


* 
The Alciphronian Society and Its Exer 
cises Yesterday—The Public Schools 
Close Next Friday. 


Crew street school, after a week's sus } 
pension, will in all probability be reopened 
next Monday morning. : 

This seems to be “he general opinion 
among those who are in a position to know. 

The rumors in regard to the fever appeat 
to be without any foundation, and the mei 
bers of the board of education, as well 38 
the superintendent. are firmly of the opinion 
that all of the reports Which have been “F 
culated have more of fiction to recommend 
them than truth. 

Every effort. has been made by the su 
perintendent to ascertain the exact number 
of cases in the city, and this investigauon 
has disclosed only one or two isolated cases. 
which should give rise to no uneasiness OF 
apprehension. - 

Many cases reported to be scarlet fever 
haye proven to be light attacks of 
other complaints and fevers incident [ 
the summer. Nearly every physician i 
the city has made a return to the superi)- 
tendent and these returns show that the 
many rumors in regard to the prevalence 
of the fever are absolutely groundless. _ 

It is very unfortunate for the schools just 
at this time, as they are entering upon the 
last week of the school term, and the rumors 
which have obtained such a wide currency 
are greatly to be deplored. ; 

However, since the medical profession 
has shown in such a pronounced manner 
that there was no real cause for alarm, 
aud as' every precaution had been takel 
to prevent the spread of the fever, the 
scare is beginning to subside and many of 
the children Who were withdrawn from 
the schools a few days ago have been re- 
turned. 

The greatest uneasiness has prevailed in 
the Crew street school district on account 
of the two or three cases in ihat neighbor- 
hood, and that state of affairs naturally led 
to a suspension of the exercises. In the 
other schools, however, the withdrawals 
were due altogether to rumor and to the 
sensational articles Which have appeared 
in print. 

Meeting of the Committee on Sanitation. 

This morning, in the office of Dr. A. W. 
Calhoun, there will be a meeting of the con- 
mittee on sanitation. 

The superintendent will meet with this 
committee, and all of the rumors which 
have been circulated for the last few days 
will be thoroughly sifted. 

It is the intention of the committee to 
go into the matter perfectly unbiased, with 
no predetermination or desire to do any- 
thing that is not thoroughly justified by a 
a careful investigation. 

If the committee decides, after lookinz 
into the matter with all due care, that Crew 
street school should remain closed for the 
balance of the term, a recommendation to 
that effect will be issued. If on the con- 
trary it is found that the rumors are false, 
Dr. Calhoun, the chairman of the oom- 
mittee, will publish a card over his own six- 
nature stating to the public the result of 
the investigation. 

This committee will meet in Dr. Calhoun’'s 
office at noon today.
